TO  THE  COUNCIL  OF  THE  BOROUGH  OF 

WARWICK 

Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  annual  report 
for  the  year  1965  upon  the  health  of  your  district. 

A  slight  increase  took  place  in  the  birth  rate  and  the 
population  increased  by  close  upon  two  hundred  persons. 
Very  little  infectious  disease  was  recorded  apart  from  some 
prevalence  of  measles.  If  the  year  did  not  show  anything 
remarkable  in  its  health  statistics,  it  was  nevertheless  the 
prelude  to  important  and  exciting  changes  which  will  much 
change  the  life  of  the  borough.  First  must  come  the  start 
of  the  long  awaited  Warwick  by-pass  road  which  had  pro¬ 
gressed  well  until  winter  rainfall  halted  earthworks.  Com¬ 
pletion  cannot  come  too  soon  since  the  heavy  traffic  flow 
through  the  main  street  has  long  since  reached  intolerable 
levels  whether  judged  by  noise,  fumes  or  pedestrian  safety. 
Internal  traffic,  necessary  for  the  town’s  daily  life,  is  much 
hampered  on  most  days  of  the  year.  Second,  come  the  re¬ 
development  projects,  one  for  the  town  centre  and  the  other 
a  planned  expansion  of  the  town  north  of  the  canal  with  a 
possible  population  increase  of  several  thousands.  Third, 
but  by  no  means  of  lesser  importance,  are  the  major  improve¬ 
ments  and  additions  to  the  sewage  works.  It  has  been  known 
for  years  that  the  existing  works  were  heavily  loaded  and 
would  require  to  be  redesigned  before  the  town  could  much 
expand  in  size.  It  had  always  been  assumed,  in  the  absence 
of  accurate  measurements,  that  much  of  the  flow  reaching 
the  works  represented  infiltration  water. 

A  scheme  was  prepared  for  extensions  taking  some  three 
years  to  complete  and  costing  in  the  region  of  a  quarter  of  a 
million  pounds.  In  order  to  improve  matters  in  the  interim 
period,  several  acres  of  land  were  piped  so  as  to  take  spray 
irrigation.  It  was  envisaged  that  the  pump  and  spray  system 
could  remain  in  the  role  of  a  “  polisher  ”  after  the  new  ex¬ 
tension  was  in  service.  However  the  river  authority  has 
drawn  the  attention  of  the  Council  to  the  fact  that  less 
effluent  is  reaching  the  works  than  would  be  deemed  normal

for  a  town  of  this  size.  Unless  it  can  be  shown  that  crude 
sewage  is  not  entering  the  river  by  storm  overflows  (except 
in  times  of  storm),  there  may  be  an  enforced  pause  in  new 
building.  Plans  have  been  approved  to  improve  water 
treatment  at  the  St.  Nicholas’  Park  paddling  pool.  Clear¬ 
ance  of  unfit  houses  has  gone  on  well  and  impetus  for 
smoke  control  areas  has  not  been  lost.  Unfortunately 
Mr.  K.  Hill,  your  additional  Health  Inspector,  will  soon 
leave  the  staff  to  take  up  a  better  rewarded  post  in 
Wolverhampton.  One  hopes  that  it  will  prove  possible 
to  replace  him  without  undue  delay.  The  Council  has  again 
shown  me  much  courtesy  and  kindness  for  which  I  must 
thank  both  the  members  and  their  officers.

I  am  indebted  to  Mr.  C.  E.  Brown,  the  Borough  En¬ 
gineer,  for  much  of  the  following  information  : — 

Water  Supply. — A  satisfactory  supply  was  maintained 
throughout  the  year  by  the  South  Warwickshire  Water  Board  ; 
the  wet  periods  of  the  year  undoubtedly  relieved  many  of 
their  anxieties.  Only  40  people  living  in  12  houses  now  rely 
on  a  standpipe  supply. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. — -The  drainage  systems  of  the 
Borough  operated  satisfactorily  and  no  surcharging  of  sewers 
was  reported.  Some  lengths  of  pipes  in  the  Emscote  area 
had  to  receive  thorough  cleansing. 

Sewage  Disposal. — Discussions  with  the  Ministry  took 
place  regarding  works  necessary  to  overcome  the  present 
overloading  of  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works.  A  relief  scheme 
of  an  interim  nature  was  approved  and  it  is  hoped  that  a 
comprehensive  final  scheme  will  be  agreed  in  the  compara¬ 
tively  near  future. 

Refuse  Removal  and  Disposal. — A  weekly  collection  was 
maintained  satisfactorily  throughout  the  year.  The  payment 
of  bonuses  to  the  operatives  proved  effective.  Conditions  at 
the  refuse  tip  were  improved  considerably  and  in  the  latter 
months  of  the  year  burning  of  the  tip  was  avoided.  This  was 
the  result  of  the  introduction  of  new  mechanical  aids  and  earth 
control  measures. 

Housing. — Municipal  building  continued  with  redevelop¬ 
ment  programmes  in  the  East  and  West  Wards.  The  Percy 
Estate  is  nearing  completion.  Eighty-seven  new  municipal 
dwellings  and  183  private  houses  and  flats  were  built  during 
the  year.  The  Town  Map  enquiry  envisaged  further  areas 
for  both  municipal  and  private  development  north  of  the  town. 

Rivers  and  Watercourses. — The  regrading  and  cleansing 
of  Gog  Brook  was  completed  and  this  work  produced  bene¬ 
ficial  results  immediately. 

Swimming  Baths  and  Paddling  Pools. — Fibreglass  lining 
installed  at  the  swimming  pool  in  St.  Nicholas  Park  enhanced 
the  cleanliness  of  the  pool  as  well  as  its  appearance.  The 
paddling  pool  was  also  lined  with  this  material.  Water  treat¬ 
ment,  including  chlorination,  was  satisfactorily  controlled 
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at  the  swimming  bath.  The  paddling  pool  gave  cause  for 
concern  when  used  by  large  numbers  of  children.  The  year 
was  not  a  good  one  for  swimming  and  paddling,  however, 
and  the  facilities  were  not  used  to  quite  the  usual  extent. 
Additional  precautions  are  to  be  adopted  at  the  paddling  pool.

D.  HOUSING 

Your  Chief  Health  Inspector  is  also  your  Housing  Officer 
and  therefore  information  under  this  heading  will  approp¬ 
riately  appear  in  his  own  Section  of  the  report.  The  only 
comment  needed  here  will  be  to  mark  out  1965  as  a  year  of 
activity  wherein  86  houses  were  cleared  under  demolition 
orders  and  38  as  part  of  Clearance  Areas.  Over  40  temporary 
bungalows  (prefabs)  were  vacated  and  demolished  as  being 
too  expensive  for  further  repairs.  This  stage  has  tidied  up 
the  slum  area  of  Parkes  Street  and  enabled  a  start  to  be 
made  on  clearance  in  the  Lakin  Road  area.  Over  40  dwellings, 
mostly  near  the  Racecourse  and  bought  by  this  council  for 
patching,  are  now  in  poor  condition  and  overdue  for  replace¬ 
ment.

Tuberculosis  Milk  Investigations. — Eight  milk  samples 
were  taken  by  County  Council  Officers  within  the  Borough 
and  sent  for  biological  examination  in  1965.

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2  patients  were  admitted  to  Sanatorium  and  2  patients 
discharged  during  the  year.  Tn  the  decade  1956-1965,  new 
notifications  numbered  131  or  just  over  13  per  year  with  a 
total  of  13  deaths,  average  1.3  per  year.  Comparable  figures 
for  1946-1955  are  258  notifications  and  63  deaths  so  that 
recent  incidence  and  mortality  experience  shows  a  very 
favourable  reduction. 

As  regards  incidence  of  active  tuberculosis  per  thousand 
persons  examined,  the  figure  has  again  dropped  but  a  higher 
yield  is  obtained  both  from  Oriental  immigrants  and  from 
patients  specially  referred  by  family  doctors.  The  needs  of 
Warwick  in  this  respect  are  met  by  the  monthly  visits  of  the 
Caravan  Unit  to  the  Pump  Room  Gardens,  Leamington 
Spa,  upon  the  third  Monday  afternoon  in  each  month. 

MASS  RADIOGRAPHY  SERVICE- 
ANNUAL  REPORT,  1965 

Dr.  Gordon  Evans,  Medical  Director  of  the  Miniature 
Mass  Radiography  Unit  has  submitted  his  Annual  Report 
for  the  year  1965.  Separate  figures  are  not  shown  of  persons 
resident  in  the  Borough  of  Warwick. 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948 

Section  47  of  this  Act  provides  for  Medical  Officers  of 
Health  to  make  official  representations  to  their  Councils 
with  a  view  to  application  being  made  to  the  local  magis¬ 
trates’  court  for  an  order  authorizing  the  compulsory  re¬ 
moval  to,  and  detention  in,  an  institution  of  persons  who 
are  suffering  from  grave  chronic  disease.  The  like  action 
may  also  be  taken  in  regard  to  persons  who  are  living  in 
insanitary  conditions  (being  aged,  infirm  or  physically  in¬ 
capacitated)  and  not  having  proper  care  and  attention. 
No  formal  action  was  taken  under  these  powers  during  1965. 
Reports  had  been  received  regarding  the  behaviour  of  one 
woman  concerning  whom  a  summons  for  assault  was  later 
taken  out  but  could  not  be  served.  A  warrant  for  her  arrest 
was  therefore  issued  by  the  Court  and  the  woman  was  com¬ 
mitted  to  hospital  for  treatment  of  a  mental  illness.  This 
followed  prolonged  annoyance  to  neighbours  by  alleged  acts 
such  as  cutting  down  telephone  wires,  shooting  rubbish  into 
gardens,  throwing  water  and  missiles  at  children  and  windows 
and  confining  a  Siamese  cat  in  a  fireplace  for  several  days. 
Her  residence,  which  is  in  a  main  street,  had  fallen  into  a  state 
of  neglect  which  also  became  a  matter  of  concern  to  this  council.

In  addition  to  the  above,  41  temporary  bungalows  built 
immediately  after  the  war  have  been  demolished.  Nine 
others  are  awaiting  demolition.  All  temporary  bungalows 
had  been  vacated  by  the  end  of  the  year  ;  most  of  them  had 
been  used  for  a  period  twice  as  long  as  that  originally  in¬ 
tended. 

Statutory  Action  under  the  Housing  Act  during 

the  Year. 

Fifty-four  houses  were  represented  for  action  under  the 
demolition  order  provisions  for  individual  unfit  houses.  In 
respect  of  these,  50  demolition  orders  and  2  closing  orders 
were  made  ;  the  making  of  one  demolition  order  and  one 
closing  order  was  deferred.  In  addition  three  demolition 
orders  were  made  on  houses  represented  in  the  previous  year, 
three  were  purchased  by  the  authority  for  demolition  and  a 
scheme  for  modernisation  was  accepted  in  respect  of  three 
others. 

The  compulsory  purchase  order  embracing  unfit  houses 
in  Lakin  Road,  Paradise  Street  and  Vine  Lane  was  the  only 
outstanding  clearance  area  where  rehousing  had  not  been 
completed  or  substantially  completed.  Even  so,  of  the  33 
houses  in  this  area,  16  had  been  vacated  and  demolished. 
The  Parkes  Street  area,  for  so  long  a  black  spot  near 
the  town  centre,  had  been  practically  cleared  at  the  end  of  the 
year.  In  all,  43  houses  in  the  street  had  been  demolished  either 
as  a  result  of  clearance  area  or  individual  unfit  house  procedure. 
This  barren  wilderness  calls  for  the  earliest  possible  redevelop¬ 
ment. 
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Progress  under  the  1955  Slum  Clearance 

Programme. 

It  was  reported  last  year  that  the  programme  for  the 
clearance  of  unfit  houses  generally  was  substantially  completed 
as  far  as  the  statutory  stages  for  demolition  of  remaining 
unfit  houses  were  concerned.  Very  few  of  the  dwellings 
originally  included  in  the  programme  now  remain,  but  it 
must  not  be  forgotten  that  40  dwellings  in  this  programme  have 
been  acquired  by  the  local  authority  in  the  intervening  years, 
that  they  were  patched  up  for  temporary  use  only  and  that 
they  still  remain  occupied.  These  houses  are  chiefly  in 
Friars  Street  and  Stand  Street.  They  are  far  below  a  standard 
acceptable  for  indefinite  use,  the  structures  are  old  and  poor 
and  they  should  be  replaced  at  the  earliest  opportunity. 

From  the  date  of  the  original  survey  certain  other 
dwellings  have  fallen  into  the  unfit  category  and  the  total 
of  unfit  dwellings  made  subject  to  the  demolition  provisions 
of  the  Housing  Acts  now  includes  some  dealt  with  in  the  last 
year  or  two  which  were  not  considered  unfit  in  1955.  Thus 
the  total  figure  dealt  with  now  exceeds  the  original  target. 
Some  of  the  houses  represented  for  action  in  1965  were  not 
included  for  action  originally.  It  is  not  expected,  however, 
that  the  annual  total  of  houses  represented  for  demolition 
orders  in  the  future  approach  the  number  dealt  with  in  the 
past  few  years.  Nevertheless,  there  cannot  be  an  immediate 
reduction  in  the  proportion  of  municipal  dwellings  made 
available  for  rehousing  from  unfit  properties  as,  at  the  end 
of  1965,  over  a  hundred  dwellings  were  needed  to  deal  with 
condemned  houses  still  occupied  and  the  occupied  houses 
acquired  for  temporary  retention  to  which  I  have  referred. 

The  provision  of  an  adequate  number  of  dwellings  for 
old  people  was  by  far  the  most  pressing  need  at  the  end  of  the 
year  and  it  was  encouraging  that  the  Council  had  decided  to 
proceed  with  two  more  schemes  to  help  meet  this  need.  As 
in  previous  years,  many  of  the  condemned  houses  left  standing 
remained  undemolished  because  one  or  two  in  a  row  of  other¬ 
wise  void  houses  were  occupied  by  old  people  for  whom  no 
alternative  accommodation  could  be  found. 

The  beginning  of  redevelopment  in  the  central  area  affor¬ 
ded  a  long  sought  for  opportunity  to  deal  effectively  with  an 
area  embracing  a  great  deal  of  sub-standard  housing  as  well 
as  worn-out  and  inadequate  shops.  Extensions  to  this  re¬ 
development  should  increasingly  improve  an  area  which  for 
so  long  has  called  for  housing  improvements.  The  Market 
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Street  Clearance  Area  was  confirmed  in  1960  ;  the  last 
rehousing  from  this  area  and  final  demolition  of  properties 
involved  took  place  during  the  year  under  review,  removing 
at  last  some  terribly  dilapidated  property  from  the  town  centre. 
In  most  towns  the  standard  of  housing  accommodation  pro¬ 
vided  at  old  shops  in  the  centre  is  usually  low  when  compared 
with  the  general  standard  ;  in  Warwick  this  low  standard 
is  thrown  into  prominence  by  the  extent  of  demolition  of 
houses  of  a  poor  standard  throughout  the  town  and  the  high 
proportion  of  new  dwellings  numbered  among  the  town’s 
five  and  a  half  thousand  houses  and  flats. 

Improvement  Grants  and  Loans 

While  demolition  of  so  many  completely  unfit  houses 
has  been  the  biggest  factor  in  raising  the  general  standard, 
the  number  of  houses  improved  to  a  good  standard  by  the 
provision  of  modern  facilities  has  contributed  to  a  marked 
degree.  Improvement  grants  to  assist  in  the  provision  of 
bathrooms,  hot  water  supply  facilities,  proper  food  stores 
and  in  the  cure  of  dampness,  have  been  an  important  feature 
of  the  Council’s  housing  policy  since  1950. 

The  number  of  privately-owned  dwellings  modernised 
with  the  aid  of  grants  since  the  inception  of  the  scheme  had 
reached  the  impressive  figure  of  595  at  the  end  of  the  year. 
In  addition  work  was  in  progress  at  61  private  houses. 

During  1965,  52  properties  were  considered  for  improve¬ 
ment  or  conversion  and  were  formally  approved  for  grants. 
Of  these,  16  were  tenanted  houses  and  34  were  owner-occupied. 
In  the  year,  72  dwellings  were  modernised  or  converted  with 
the  aid  of  grants  compared  with  63  in  the  previous  year. 

Applications  for  loans,  as  distinct  from  grants,  to  cover 
the  applicant’s  share  of  the  cost  of  improving  property  and 
also  the  cost  of  repairs  were  still  being  received  and  the  Council 
continued  a  helpful  policy  in  assisting  owners  by  making  loans 
available  as  far  as  possible,  though  this  policy  suffered  an 
unavoidable  restriction  towards  the  end  of  the  year  through 
curtailment  of  funds  from  national  sources.  Applications 
for  loans  to  meet  costs  of  repairs  where  no  grant  was  available 
were  also  dealt  with  as  favourably  as  possible. 

The  figures  given  above  do  not  include  improvement 
work  on  the  older  Council  houses.  The  work  of  modernising 
sub-standard  municipal  accommodation  continued,  but  it 
was  possible  to  proceed  with  nine  only  during  1965.  This 
was  largely  due  to  the  unwillingness  of  old  tenants  to  have  the 
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disturbance  which  cannot  be  avoided  when  this  kind  of 
work  is  carried  out  and  the  absence  of  suitable  alternative 
accommodation  for  tenants  willing  to  move  from  houses 
calling  for  modernisation.  The  total  number  of  municipal 
houses  modernised  was  283  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Work  at  the  Lord  Leycester  Hospital  continued  to  make 
good  progress.  All  except  one  block  of  the  self-contained 
dwellings  resulting  from  the  adaption  of  old  rooms  in  the 
Hospital  were  completed. 

Local  Authorities  (Historic  Buildings)  Act,  1962. 

Two  applications  for  grants  and/or  loans  towards  the 
cost  of  repairs  or  alterations  at  buildings  included  in  the  list 
of  buildings  of  special  architectural  or  historic  interest  were 
approved.

Included  in  the  above  are  five  cases  where  the  occupiers 
were  old  age  pensioners,  either  as  couples  or  living  alone 
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(not  including  old  age  pensioners  rehoused  from  condemned 
property) . 

To  promote  the  fullest  use  of  municipal  accommodation 
44  transfers  and  exchanges  were  arranged. 

In  the  20  years  since  the  end  of  1945,  1,880  families, 
comprising  6,381  persons  have  been  rehoused,  but  during 
the  same  period  there  have  been  2,717  applications,  1.82  of 
these  being  registered  during  1965. 

During  the  latter  part  of  the  year  routine  house-to-house 
inspections  of  municipal  houses  was  commenced.  These  in¬ 
spections  are  to  ensure  that  the  appropriate  provisions  of  the 
Public  Health  Acts  are  being  observed,  to  ascertain  over¬ 
crowding,  and  to  ensure  that  conditions  of  tenancy  are  being 
complied  with.  At  the  same  time  defects  involving  major 
repairs  are  noted.  The  total  number  of  houses  inspected  for 
these  purposes  was  267  and  inspections  were  continuing 
at  the  end  of  the  year. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTIONS 

Inspections  for  the  purposes  of  the  Public  Health  Acts 
totalled  1,126.  The  number  of  notices  served  under  Public 
Health  Act  provisions  was  104  ;  most  of  these  related  to 
dwellinghouse  defects  of  a  general  nature.  In  27  cases  it 
was  necessary  to  serve  statutory  notices. 

Drainage,  Sanitary  Accommodation,  Washing 

Facilities  and  Refuse  Receptacles 

During  the  period  54  notices  requiring  obstructed  drains 
to  be  cleared  or  defective  drains  to  be  repaired  were  complied 
with  ;  16  notices  requiring  repairs  to  water  closets  received 
attention  and  31  accumulations  of  refuse  were  removed. 

Vermin  Infestation 

Rats  and  Mice. — Systematic  investigations  to  ascertain 
infestations  were  continued  during  the  year.  The  department 
dealt  with  infestations,  principally  of  a  minor  character,  as

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In  addition  regular  visits  were  made  to  hospitals  in  the 
Borough,  the  Council’s  refuse  tip  and  sewage  disposal  works 
and  adequate  treatments  were  carried  out  when  necessary. 
Twenty-eight  block  treatments  at  various  properties  in  the 
town  were  carried  out.  Four  notices  requiring  rat  prevention 
measures  were  complied  with,  but  ready  co-operation  by 
occupiers  rendered  the  service  of  notices  unnecessary  in  most 
cases  where  preventive  measures  or  disinfestation  were  found 
to  be  necessary. 

Smoke  Abatement 

Routine  inspections  and  observations  for  the  purposes 
of  the  Clean  Air  Act  were  continued.  The  larger  steam  raising 
plants  in  the  Borough  are  either  oil-fired  or  fired  mechanically 
if  still  using  solid  fuel. 

Further  representations  were  made  to  the  Birmingham 
Regional  Hospital  Board  about  offences  at  Warwick  Hospital 
where  emissions  of  dense  black  smoke  continued  to  occur 
from  time  to  time  and  as  a  result  the  Board  agreed  to  provide 
a  mechanical  stoker  to  the  remaining  Cornish  boiler  and  to 
provide  two  modern  Clayton  steam  generators.  One  of  the 
generators  had  been  installed  at  the  end  of  the  year  and  orders 
had  been  placed  for  the  mechanical  stoker  and  a  second 
Clayton  generator. 

The  new  cupola  plant  combining  modern  grit  and  dust 
arrestation  equipment  at  the  large  iron  foundry  at  Emscote 
was  referred  to  last  year  when  it  was  stated  that  this 
plant  was  prone  to  repeated  failures  as  far  as  clean  air 
measures  are  concerned.  As  a  result  of  further  research 
considerable  modifications  were  made  and  at  the  end  of  1965 
it  appeared  that  the  main  difficulties  which  had  previously 
prevented  the  operation  of  the  grit  and  dust  arrestation  equip¬ 
ment  on  a  continuous  basis  had  been  overcome.  A  substantial 
improvement  was  observed. 

An  old  cupola  at  a  smaller  foundry  was  renewed  ;  a 
new  grit  arrester  to  this  cold  blast  cupola  was  provided  and 
the  smoke  nuisance  considerably  reduced. 

The  costly  smoke  abatement  equipment  installed  in  the 
previous  year  at  the  large  foundry  just  beyond  the  Borough 
boundary,  to  which  reference  was  made  last  year,  effectively 
reduced  pollution  in  the  eastern  part  of  Warwick  and  com¬ 
plaints  of  nuisance  from  this  source  ceased. 

Considered  as  a  whole,  Warwick  suffers  comparatively 
little  industrial  pollution  notwithstanding  the  diversity  of  its 
industries. 
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Prior  approval  to  new  plants  satisfying  the  provisions 
of  the  Clean  Air  Act  was  given  in  three  cases,  viz.  heating 
systems  at  a  new  office  block,  a  factory  extension,  and  a 
domestic  property. 

The  Percy  Estate  Smoke  Control  Order  was  again  ob¬ 
served  by  the  majority  of  householders,  but  there  were  in¬ 
stances  of  bituminous  coal  being  delivered  and  burnt  and  a 
number  of  notices  had  to  be  served  calling  upon  offenders 
to  cease  the  practice. 

The  Smoke  Control  Order  in  respect  of  Lodgewood 
Estate  had  not  been  confirmed  at  the  end  of  the  year  due  to 
an  unresolved  objection,  but  a  survey  revealed  that  most 
householders  were  already  observing  the  provisions  volun¬ 
tarily.  That  in  respect  of  St.  John’s  flats  was  confirmed. 

The  daily  measurement  of  smoke  and  acid  in  the  atmos¬ 
phere  continued,  and  also  the  measurement  of  deposits  of 
sulphur  on  a  monthly  basis.  In  previous  reports  I  have 
referred  to  the  contrast  between  the  condition  of  the  air 
generally  in  the  town,  where  quick  dispersal  of  smoke  takes 
place  over  a  wide  area,  and  the  filth  in  the  atmosphere 
of  High  Street  and  Jury  Street  due  to  motor  vehicle  exhausts. 
Daily  measurements  of  deposits  and  sulphur  were  carried  out 
throughout  the  year  and  demonstrated  the  seriouslv  polluted 
condition  of  the  air  at  inhalation  level  on  the  pavements 
as  compared  with  the  comparatively  clean  condition  of  air 
at  the  rear  of  properties  on  most  days  of  the  year.  This 
hardly  needed  proving,  especially  to  people  spending  much  of 
their  working  time  in  this  area,  but  a  view  of  the  filter  papers 
and  a  study  of  the  measured  deposits  would  surprise  many  of 
those  who  have  become  accustomed  to  a  steadily  increasing 
degree  of  air  pollution  in  these  narrow  streets  which  now  carry 
an  insupportable  volume  of  traffic.  The  by-pass  should  at 
least  allay  the  increase  in  pollution  in  the  town  centre  even  if 
vehicular  traffic  increases  during  the  next  few  years  at  the 
rate  predicted. 

Noise  Abatement 

Apart  from  usual  complaints  concerning  minor  noise 
nuisances,  two  major  noise  sources  were  investigated  during 
the  year.  One  concerned  a  factory  where  an  industrial  process 
required  air  extraction  plant  to  operate  continously,  including 
week-ends.  The  company  concerned  had  agreed  to  instal 
suppressors  designed  by  specialists  and  these  were  awaited 
at  the  end  of  the  year.  In  another  case,  the  factory  manage¬ 
ment  were  doing  what  they  could  to  keep  to  a  minimum  noises 
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inseparable  from  the  work  they  carried  out,  but  the  occupiers 
of  nearby  houses  justifiably  continued  to  complain.  Efforts 
to  obtain  an  improvement,  in  which  the  management  were 
co-operating,  were  continuing  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Sanitary  Accommodation  at  Public  Houses  and 

Places  of  Public  Entertainment 

The  sanitary  accommodation  at  licensed  premises 
generally  continued  to  be  of  good  standard  and  well  main¬ 
tained.  It  was  necessary  of  draw  attention  to  defects  at 
seven  premises  and  at  five  licensed  premises  the  accommoda¬ 
tion  was  improved  considerably  after  representations  to  the 
owners  concerned. 

Caravans  and  Moveable  Dwellings 

Nineteen  inspections  were  made  for  the  purposes  of  the 
Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  1960.  At  the 
end  of  the  year  six  licences  permitting  the  stationing  of 
caravans  were  in  operation,  but  only  one  of  these  was  for  any 
considerable  number  and  in  this  case  an  extension  of  the 
number  from  21  to  41  was  allowed  to  permit  temporary 
housing  of  certain  members  of  the  staff  engaged  on  the  con¬ 
struction  of  the  by-pass.  This  extension  is  only  for  the  period 
required  for  the  construction  of  the  by-pass.  Sites  generally 
were  well  maintained  and  provided  with  adequate  facilities. 

Factories  Act,  1961 

During  the  year  covered  by  this  report  additional  sanitary 
accommodation  was  provided  at  two  factories  and  the  exis¬ 
ting  accommodation  was  improved  at  four.  At  the  end  of 
1965  the  register  included  109  factories,  95  having  mechanical 
power  and  14  without  mechanical  power. 

Rag  Flock  and  Other  Materials  Act,  1951. 

Only  one  business  is  registered  ;  this  was  inspected  during 
the  year. 

Shops  Act,  1950  and  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Pre¬ 
mises  Act,  1963. 

Duties  under  the  provisions  of  the  1963  Act  received 
concentrated  attention  during  the  year  and,  as  far  as  they 
were  known,  all  premises  requiring  registration  had  been 
registered  by  the  31st  December.  As  will  be  seen  from  the 
prescribed  table,  231  premises  are  registered  and  of  these  21 
were  registered  during  the  year  under  review.  It  was  possible 
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to  make  a  first  general  inspection  ok  153  registered  premises 
and  such  general  inspections  were  continuing  at  the  end  of  the 
year.  The  number  of  visits  of  all  kinds  for  the  purposes  of  the 
Act  totalled  266. 

Two  accidents  were  notified  during  the  year,  none  being 
fatal.  Steps  to  prevent  occurrences  of  a  similar  nature  were 
recommended  and  the  occupiers  concerned  readily  co-operated. 

Particulars  in  the  prescribed  form  were  submitted  to  the 
Minister  of  Labour  as  required  by  Section  60  of  the  Act.

The  Fire  Authority  was  advised  of  any  premises  where 

fire  fighting  facilities  were  obviously  lacking  or  where  there 

were  obvious  fire  risks. 

The  table  above  includes  premises  where  the  work  re¬ 
quired  was  of  a  comparatively  minor  character,  but  in  23 
cases  major  structural  works  were  required,  in  17  cases 
extra  sanitary  accommodation,  or  considerably  improved 
accommodation,  was  required,  and  in  14  cases  works  to 
improve  considerably  the  standard  of  lighting,  heating  and 
washing  facilities  were  required.  In  all  cases  notices  were 
served  and  much  of  the  work  required  was  in  hand  at  the  end 
of  the  year. 

In  subsequent  inspections  greater  attention  will  be  paid 
to  the  question  of  lighting  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  Minister 
will  prescribe  standards  to  assist  in  determining  whether  or 
not  premises  are  satisfactorily  equipped.

Inspection  of  Food  at  Retailers’  Shops 

Visits  made  to  shops  during  the  period  under  review 
were  :  386  to  retail  shops  ;  89  to  premises  used  for  food 
preparation  ;  39  to  ice-cream  premises  and  vehicles  ;  5  to 
dairies  ;  6  to  bakehouses  ;  91  to  hotels  and  restaurants  and 
30  to  market  stalls.  Work  under  the  Food  Hygiene  (General) 
Regulations,  1960,  was  considerably  intensified  as  the  higher 
number  of  inspections  indicate.  Regular  visits  were  made  to 
premises  concerned  with  the  manufacture  and  preparation 
of  food  for  sale.  Ice-cream  vans,  market  stalls,  the  Mop  and 
Racecourse  received  regular  inspections.

WATER  SAMPLING 

Eleven  samples  of  water  from  dwelling  houses  served 
by  the  public  water  supply  were  submitted  to  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  Service  for  bacteriological  examination. 
Results  showed  that  the  water  from  taps  in  the  town  was  safe 
and  of  good  quality. 

Six  samples  of  the  swimming  bath  water  from  the  public 
bath  in  St.  Nicholas’  Park  and  three  samples  of  water  from 
the  children’s  paddling  pool  in  the  park  were  submitted  for 
examination.  One  of  those  from  the  swimming  pool  was  un¬ 
satisfactory,  but  the  cause  was  quickly  established  and  reme¬ 
died  and  later  samples  were  satisfactory.  Two  of  those  from 
the  paddling  pool  were  unsatisfactory  and  indicated  the 
necessity  for  the  improvements  which  were  proposed  for  the 
next  season. 

Two  samples  of  sewage  taken  at  pumping  stations  were 
submitted  for  chemical  analysis  to  detect  troublesome  trade 
waste. 


LEGAL  PROCEEDINGS 

No  proceedings  were  instituted  during  the  year,  but 
warning  letters  were  sent  following  contraventions  of  Sections 
2  and  9  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955,  arising  from  the 
sale  of  food  in  respect  of  which  complaints  were  received. 
There  were  nine  such  complaints  and  they  referred  to  bread 
(2  cases),  milk,  canned  foods  (4  cases),  sausages,  and  a  meat  pie. 

CONCLUSION 

I  again  wish  to  thank  the  Council  for  their  ready  co¬ 
operation  in  seeking  to  raise  the  standard  of  environmental 
health  in  the  town.  My  thanks  are  also  due  to  Chief  Officers 
of  other  departments  for  helpful  co-operation,  and  to  members 
of  my  staff  for  excellent  service.
